East ports to pick up oil, Four 
other smaller ships were in the 
southbound convoy. 

The first passenger vessel to 
move through the canal since 
the British, French, Israeli in- 
vasion was due at Port Said 
later Tuesday to begin the 103- 
mile trip south to Suez.

The canal is ready to take all 
vessels adapted to its 34-foot 
depth, That would be ships up 
to about 40,000 tons. 

The Egyptian Suez Canal Au- 
thority, however, notified ship- 
ping agencies that the canal is 
being opened for ships of 20,000 
tons with a draft of 30% feet. 
No indication was given as to 
when the canal will be back in 
full operation. 


EILAT, Israel (AP)—The 
American oil tanker Kern Hills 
left Israel’s southern port Tues- 
day after discharging the first 
cargo of oil ever brought to the 
Jewish nation through the dis- 
puted Gulf of Aqaba. 

The Ministry of Development 
said in Jerusalem that three 
tankers are scheduled to arrive 
at Eilat during May.

Tsuru—I think I ean recall, 
however, because I think I can 
guess what you are trying to 
make me answer. — 


I have been known as an anti- 
American in Japan in the . 
war. Because I think I have 
expressed my views publicly as 
regards a number of problems 
to which America has been 
closely connected. 


One is the question of experi- 
mental explosion of nuclear 
weapons; the other the question 
of the political restrictions on 
Japan’s trade with mainland 
China. Another is the question 
of the United States foreign po- 
licy as a whole. 

Morris—Mainland China _be- 
ing what we know as Red 
China? 

Tsuru—I use the word “main- 
land China”. because the United 
Nations use that expression in 
referring to the Continent of 
China. * 

And another one is with re- 
spect to the question of so-called 
“strings attached” to the Amer- 
ican aid, 

On these number of questicns 
I have expressed my views in

Saudi, U.S. — 
Sign Formal 
Base Accord 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
United States Monday announc- 
ed formal agreement with Saudi 
Arabia for U.S. forces to use the 
Dhahran air-field for five more 
years. 


In exchange, 
States agreed to: 

1. Continue selling Saudi 
Arabia military equipment so it 
can expand its 13,000 man arm- 
ed force. 


2. Improve the civil air 
facilities at Dhahran and im- 
prove the nearby Persian Gulf 
port of Dammam, 


However, U.S. officials said 
they were unable to get Saudi 
agreement to lift its ban 
against permitting Americans of 
the Jewish faith to serve with 
U.S. military advisory groups at 
Dhahran. 


The agreement was signed 
April 2 by Deputy Undersecre- 
tary of State Robert Murphy 
and Saudi Arabia’s Ambassador 
Sheikh Abdullah Alkhayyal. 


It extends the Dhahran agree- 
ment five years from that date. 
The agreement gives the United 
States a landing spot for its 
transport planes and long-range 
bombers within 1,000 miles of 
Russia’s Middle East border. 


The previous agreement ex- 
pired last June 18. It was kept 
alive by a series of short-term 
extensions. 

King Saud reached agreement 
in principle on a longer exten- 
sion in talks with President 
Eisenhower during the mon- 
arch’s Washington visit earlier 
this year. 


Pearson Readying 
Reply on Norman 


OTTAWA (Kyodo-UP) — Ex- 
ternal Affairs Minister Lester 
B. Pearson told Parliament 
Monday he would make a state- 
ment Tuesday about steps the 
Canadian Government might 
take to stop slanders on Cana- 
dians by U.S. security investiga- 
tors. 

He was asked by Alistair Ste- 
wart if the U.S. Government 
had replied to Canada’s. protests 
against the publishing of testi- 
mony by the U.S. Senate [nter- 
nal Security Subcommittee, con- 
taining innuendos about the 
loyalty of E. H. Norman, Cana- 
dian Ambassador to Egypt. 

When Norman took his own 
life in Cairo -last Thursday 
Stewart called it “murder by 
slander.” 

Messages of condelences to 
the Canadian Government con- 
tinued to stream into Ottawa 
from foreign governments ex- 
pressing their sorrow and re- 
gret at the death of Canada’s 
Ambassador to Egypt, E. H. 
Norman, the Department of Ex- 
ternal Affairs said. 

“My country has lost a very 
good friend, for Dr. Norman 
never forgot the early years of 
his- life which he spent in 
Japan,” Dr. Koto Matsudaira, 
Japan’s Ambassador to Canada, 
said in a message to External 
Affairs Minister Pearson.

VATICAN CITY (Kyodo-UP) 
—Japan, along with the Philip- 
pines and Mexico, was regarded 
as a strong candidate for a “first 
time” cardinal with the death of 
Pedro Cardinal Segura. 

While Spain was virtually 
certain to get a new cardinal in 
place of the 76-year-old Cardinal 
Archbishop of Seville who died 
Monday morning, high Vatican 
sources said any new consistory 
might well elect cardinals to 
some countries which never had 
a cardinal in the past. 

The Vatican was also believed 
eager to appoint a native Afri- 
can cardinal, possibly for the 
Beigian Congo or Uganda.

Plague 3 Sections of U.S. 


CHICAGO (Kyodo-UP)—Kill- 
er tornadoes swooped through 
the South’s “tornado alley” 
Monday night causing death and 
heavy damage while heavy 
snows and floods plagued the 
Western and Eastern parts of 
the nation.

Ueno-Type Rearing 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (Kyodo-UP)

used to rear “Cuddles,” an 80- 
pound hippopotamus born to 
mama Snookie and papa Pete at 
the Columbus zoo Sunday. 

The little hippo was the fifth 
to be born at the zoo. Three 
died because of lack of facilities 
and contaminated water. An- 
other died when born prema- 
turely. 

Supt. Earl Davis said Pete, the 
father of the hippo, is believed 
to be the largest in captivity at 
an estimated weight of 7,800 
pounds. 

The Japanese method of rear- 
ing baby ‘hippos will be tried, 
said Davis. He was instructed 
in the procedure by Tadamichi 
Koga, director of the Ueno Zoo 
in Tokyo. 

Davis said the Japanese main- 
tain a water level of only about 
six inches in the pool rather 
than filling it. That way, said 
Davis, keepers can be sure the 
infant is feeding. Later on the 
water is raised to about two- 
thirds the height of the mother 
since baby hippoes usually feed 
under water.

speare’s “Twelfth Night” 
one of their most successful 
‘efforts. A difficult play to 


stage, and one even more dif- 
ficult to act, it is, as Hazlitt 
has said: “... perhaps too good- 
natured for a comedy .. . it 
makes us laugh at the follies 
of mankind, not despise them, 
and still less bear any ill-will 
toward them.” 


Nothing dates faster than 
comedy and Shakespeare’s must 
be handled broadly indeed to 
make it intelligible to the mod-. 
ern audience, the director tak- 
ing a strong stand on whether 
he will be literal and unintelli- 
gible or whether he will adapt. 


Helen McAlpine, director’ of 
the production, took the latter 
course and the success of the 
production is largely her suc- 
cess in sacrificing the letter and 
saving the spirit of the comedy. 
The text has been cut and re- 
formed into two acts, some of 
the scenes are switched about, 
Act I, Scene II comes first for 
example, and some of the more 
impossible of Sir Toby Belch’s 
references are missing. What is 
retained, however, is the co- 
medy itself—and Mrs. McAlpine 
has made it a very funny one 
indeed. 

Aiding, and in particular acute 
accord with the intentions of 
both the director and Shakes- 
peare is Donald Warren-Knott’s 
Sir Andrew Aguecheek, who is 
indeed “a foolish knight,” with, 
just enough of the fop and the) 
coxcomb added to balance 


very Falstaffian Sir Toby Belch. 
Feste the clown, played by 
Wayne Schlepp, allows himself 
the fantastic capers conventional 
to the role and also proves that 
he has “an excellent breast” to 
sing. Brian Moore’s extravagant 
Malvolio, pedantic to heart and 
quick to offense holds the comedy 
together, just as Shakespeare in- 
tended, and James Revard in 
the relatively minor role of Fa-

bian gives a dry, subdued and 
very witty performance, which 
perhaps shines so in its sur- 
roundings because it is under- 
played. 

When all of these comic 
figures, aided by Kate Schlepp, 
the eternal Shakespearian bar- 
maid, get, together, as in the 
“box tree” scene, the play is 
very funny indeed. That the 
play tends to drag when they 
are not on the stage is perhaps 

rtially the playwright’s fault, 
but the original decision for 
adaption is also responsible. 


There is more than one kind 
of comedy in “Twelfth Night,” 
and no matter how much we 
may enjoy Sir Tsby’s belching 
and Sir Andrew’s capering the 
real charm of the play lies in 
the delicious sentimental come- 
dy of Viola, her twin brother 
and the romantic duke. While 
Gloria Dorson, Brian Hitch and 
Huzh Dunne are perfectly ade- 
quate in their respective roles 
and while Meriel Talbot as the 
countess brings to her part a 
visual charm that is almost re- 
gal, the low comedy of the fan- 
tastics should be offset by the 
high comedy of the court and 
this it is not. The Duke’s ob 
servation that music is perha 
the food of love is, after all, 
just as pregnant with comic 
possibilities as is Polonius’ ad- 
vice to Laertes. Both are true 
observations, both are slyly pe- 
dantic and both can be amus- 
ing. 
One is likely to have no more 
than this slight reservation,

Proposes to Make 
Cement in Malaya 


KUALA LUMPUR (Kyodo-

No Gov’t-to-Gov't 
Pact on Fishery 


Agriculture-Forestry Minister 
Ichitaro Ide indicated yesterday 
the Government had no inten- 
tion of concluding a_ fishery 
agreement with Communist 
China on a Government-to-Gov- 
ernment basis. 

He told the Cabinet yesterday 
morning that it was still pre- 
mature to sign such an agree- 
ment with Communist China. 

He said he would serve notice 
to this effect to the Japan-China 
Fishery Council which had been 
seeking to shift the present sec- 
ond private fishery pact with 
mainland China to a govern- 
mental basis. 

The council filed the applica- 
tion for such a pact in February 
because the existing agreement 
was scheduled to expire on 
June 12. 

With the Government’s rejec- 
tion of this bid, the council is 
expected to conclude third agree- 
ment also on a private basis in 
Tokyo. 


International Account 
Balances Reported 


Japan’s international account 
for fiscal 1956 recorded a 
favorable balance of $38 million, 
the Finance Ministry announced’ 
Tuesday. 

This favorable balance would 
run into a deficit of $182 million 
if delayed payments under the 
usance bill system were taken 
into account. . 

The year’s foreign ‘currency 
receipts amounted to $3,336 mil- 
lion and payments to $3,298 
million.

'N. Korea Trade 
By U.K. Protested 


SEOUL (Kyodo-UP) — Brit- 
ain’s decision to lift its North 
Korea trade ban brought strong 
official reaction here Tuesday 
while in Tokyo American mili- 
tary men expressed keen dis- 
approval but said the United 
Nations would not throw up a 
naval blockade. : 


Spokesmen for both the South 
Korean Government and United 
Nations Command emphasized 
that the United Nations and 
North Korea are officially still 
at war. 


Foreign Ministry officials here 
promised that a “strong pro- 
test” would be lodged with the 
British Government. 


They also said the Republic 
of Korea will “demand” that 
Britain reimpose the ban on ex- 
ports to North Korea instituted 
in 1950 when the Korean War 
broke out. 


Presumably, the protest 
would be lodged with Britain’s 
new Minister to Korea, Hubert 
John Evans, who arrived here 
Monday. 


Official reaction was stirred 
by press reports from London 
which said the British Govern- 
ment confirmed that the Board 
of Trade had lifted the ban on 
exports to North Korea effective 
March 4, 


A spokesman at United Na- 
tions Headquarters in Tokyo, 
while indicating strong disap- 
proval of the British move, said 
the U.N. Command had “no au- 
thority” under the terms of the 
armistice to halt British ship- 
ping to North Korea. 


United Nations and ROK con- 
cern appeared to center around 
the question of trading with 
“military enemies.” 


The U.N. spokesman reminded 
that Britain still has troops sta- 
tioned in South Korea—the 
Commonwealth contingent near 
Inchon—who would be called 
on to fight if a new shooting 
war broke out.

Tokyo Consumer Prices 
Reach Postwar High 


Tokyo’s consumer prices dur- 
ing March rose by 1 per cent 
on the average over the previ- 
ous month to a postwar high, 
according to the Statistics Bu- 
reau of the Prime Minister’s

The btirreau’s index, with the 
1951 level as 100, stood at 120.6 
for March. The rise was .attri- 
buted chiefly to foodstuffs which 
showed a seasonal climb of 1.9 
per cent over February.

In its complaint to the tariff 
body, the Association . said 
Japan was the only supplier of 
“toyo” cloth and that increased 
imports of the caps since 1952 
have seriously harmed the 
American cap industry, forcing 
the shutting down of factories 
and throwing workers into un- 
employment in the cap manu- 
facturing cities of New York, 


Soviet Fertilizer 
Offered to Japan 


Three Japanese trading firms 
have sought approval of the 
Ministry of International Trade 
and Industry on a plan to im- 
port 30,000 tons of tassium 
chloride offered by the Soviet 
Union. It will be Japan’s first 
import of: chemical fertilizer 
from Russia. ; 


Although the Soviet offer was 
conditioned on cash payment, 
MITI is insisting that imports 
of potassium chloride be made 
under the barter trade formula. 


The offer was made b¥ the 
Soviet industrial export corpora- 
tion to three Japanese firms 
—Sansho, Kawakami Boeki and 
Toho Shokai, which found the 
offered price of $84 CIF per ton 
slightly lower than the interna- 
tional price level. 

The trading firms believed 
that the fertilizers were made 
in the Urals. 

Japan imports its entire re- 
quirements of potasSium chlo- 
ride, amounting to some 600,- 
000 tons a year, from the Unit- 
ed States, West and East Ger- 
many, Spain, France and other 
nations. 

The Japanese companies ear- 
lier sought 100,000 tons of 
potassium chloride from Rus- 
sia, but this amount was cut 
30,000 tons.

Japan Seeks 
U.S. Uranium 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Tokizo 
Araki, Japan’s atomic energy re- 
search chief, arrived by plane 
Monday to negotiate with US. 
officials on a supply of enrich- 
ed and natural refined uranium 
for a research reactor to be built 
in December. 

Japan and the United States 
have a standard research agree- 
ment under which Japan can ob- 
tain six kilograms of uranium 
enriched up to,20 per cent with 
U-235. Japan already has taken 
two kilograms of this amount. 

Araki is reported seeking the 
lease of 20 kilograms of enrich- 
ed uranium and the purchase of 
four tons of natural refined ura- 
nium. 

In order for Japan to obtain 
the increased amount of enrich- 
ed uranium the present agree- 
ment would have to be amend- 
ed. U.S. atomic energy officials 
are not commenting on the com- 
ing negotiation. 

However, they are aware of 
an announcement by the Japan 
Atomic Energy Commission that 
Japan is considering opening 
negotiations with the Soviet 
Union for a power agreement. 

What effect this may have on 
the Araki negotiations here is 
not immediately clear.

bestos to Japan. 
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A Brazilian Project 


There’s an important visitor 
in Tokyo this week and for the 
next 10 days or so. 

He didn’t travel here to sell 
anything to Japan. Nor is he 
planning to buy goods from this 
country. Instead, he comes 
here with a plan that may mean 
new, profitable opportunity for 
thousands of Japanese families 
and scores of Japanese firms. 

The gentleman is Donald Da- 
niels, originally from Brooklyn, 
lately from many ‘parts of the 
world. What makes his visit 
important is that he owns 2,600 
square miles—660,000 hectares— 
of undeveloped land in Brazil 
laden with rich mineral and 
agricultural resources. 

And he wants Japanese peo- 
ple to develop it—in return for 
eventual ownership of the land. 


In Amapa Region 


The land is located in the lush 
Amapa region in northeastern 
Brazil. Daniels, a 60-year-old 
food magnate with far-flung in- 
terests, originally went to Bra- 
zil for coffee land. After he 
heard about the rich Amapa 
region he changed his mind in 
favor of buying a vast tract of 
undeveloped land which held 
enormous promise for the fu- 
ture—more than just coffee. 

As Daniels describes it, his 
land is rich almost beyond be- 
lief. There are 35 to 40 million 
mahogany trees on the proper- 
ty—one of the largest forests in 
the world. An estimated 15 mil- 
lion tons of high-grade—68 per 
cent—iron ore is “lying on the 
surface.” It has as much scarce 
manganese as an adjoining tract 
now under development by 
Bethlehem Steel Company 
which is expected to become 
the second largest source of 
manganese in the world. There 
is an abundance of wood for 
pulp, paper and rayon pulp. 

The property has generous 
deposits of cobalt, mica, bauxite, 
tin, and chrome. Rubber and 
Brazil nuts are there practical- 
ly for the taking. 

Since 1952, when Daniels pur- 
chased the land, nothing much 
has been done. Some 400 Bra- 
zilian families have settled on 
it to cut lumber, grow rubber 
trees and harves: nuts. But 
the real development of this vir- 
gin land had to wait until rail 
way line and ocean port were 
coustructed nearby. 

Railway Built 

With the aid of World Bank 
loans granted in conjunction 
with Bethlehem Steel’s man- 
ganese mine development, a 132- 
mile railway line has now been 
built to the ocean and port fa- 
cilities have been constructed. 
With this done, Daniels is ready 
to begin in earnest. 

His plan is twofold. He 
wants Japanese immigrants to 
settle on his property. And he

i would like to see Japanese firms 


per0b + tage in joint development 
plans with his, company to 
gather and process mineral and 
vegetable resources. 

Eventually he hopes to have 
2,000 or 3,000 Japanese families 
engaged in agricultural produc- 
tion. They could come in as 
plantation employes if they 
wish. Or—an alternative which 
he prefers—they could buy the 
land with 10 or 20 years to pay 
for it out of production. 

As Daniels puts it, “It’s better 
for them to own the land they 
are farming—the people are 
happier and they work harder 
for themselves than for some- 
body else.” 

Land Sale Condition 

A condition of the sale would 
be that Daniel’s trading com- 
pany, International Commodity 
Corporation—would be the ex- 
clusive distributor of the pro- 
cuce, 

The best way to accomplish 
the program, he feels, is for in- 
terested Japanese firms and in- 
dividuals to organize a coopera- 
tive which would buy half the 
stock of Agro-Industrial do 
Amapa Ltd., the firm which 
owns the land and which, in 
turn, is owned by Daniels. The 
cooperative could then plan and 
organize farm production. 

Daniels also wants Japanese 
industrial firms to invest in the 
development program. He 
wants to attract companies that 
will help in mine development 
and initial processing of raw 
materials. Rayon pulp and 
paper mills could easily be set 
up, he says. Even a pig iron 
plant is possible. 

Much of the metal and min- 
eral resources would be export- 
ed. If they wished, Japanese 
firms could receive manganese 
or iron in return for their in- 
vestment or, at the least, be as- 
sured of steady raw materials 
supplies at moderate prices. 
Transport costs from this region 
to Japan are lower than from 
most other parts of Brazil. 

Why Turn to Japan? 

Why has Daniels turned to 
Japan for assistance? He has 
observed. the highly prosperous 
Japanese colony of immigrants 
at Sao Paulo. He finds them 
intelligent; industrious and 
ambitious. And he freely ad- 
mits that the job ahead in his 
land straddling the 
not an easy one, The Japanese, 
he feels, have the mnecessary 
stamina and ability to carry it

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Socialist Mission to Peiping 


The Japan Socialist Party’s mission to Comm 
China, headed by Party Secretary-General Asanuma and due 
to leave Tokyo today for Peiping via Hongkong, is regarded 
in some quarters as the leftists’ amswer to the plan for 
Prime Minister Kishi’s visit to the United States in June. 

The Socialists have certainly been strongly opposed to 
the Prime Minister going to America and they have been 
equally insistent about an early conclusion of normal rela- 
tions with Red China—understood to be the chief point 
they plan to discuss in Peiping. They are likely to find 
ita thorny subject. This Socialist delegation—coming from 
the political party in opposition in the Diet—cannot, of 
course, promise any course of action that will bind the 
Government and people of Japan and it is understood, in 
fact, that it has promised the Liberal-Democratic Party that 
it will take no definite steps during its stay in Red China. 

However, an exchange of views can do no harm so long 
as. Japan stands uncommitted to anything outside her 
established foreign policy. In a resolution adopted at their 
last party convention, the Socialists declared that Taiwan 
Was part of China and that they would not recognize two 


Chinese regimes; but Japan 


recognizes only the Govern- 


ment in Taipei with which it is in diplomatic relations and 
which sends its delegates to the United Nations. The So- 
cialist declaration is, therefore, to be regarded as no more 
than a statement of what would be the party’s policy if 
ever it gained power and the Red leaders in Peiping must 
understand that it can mean no more. 

Among the other issues which the Socialist delegation is 
understood to intend to discuss in Peiping are those con- 
nected with trade and the prohibition of atomic bomb 
tests. The latest British trade developments with Soviet 
Russia and Red China, and Britain’s decision to end the 
total ban on her exports to North Korea, will undoubtedly 
serve to make Japanese merchants, quite apart from their 
political views, still more desirous of doing what trade can 
be done with the Reds without sacrifice of principle. 

Technically still on an entirely private basis, the Japa- 
nese Government has watched with a fatherly interest 
recent developments in the trade of this country with Red 


China. No obstacle is likely 


to be placed in the way of a 


new trade agreement being concluded this year through 
private channels and efforts will be doubtless continued to 


obtain further modifications of the embargo. 


But this is 


quite a different matter from making any political conces- 
sions such as the Peiping Government is constantly angling 


to secure from this country. 


The members of the Socialist mission must be fully 
aware of the limits set to their field of action and they 
should keep a strict watch over their conduct while in Red 
China and particularly refrain from making any promises 


that cannot be fulfilled. 


More Breathing Space 
Spring is a time of the year when our thoughts na- 


turally turn to the population problem. 
This comes from spending one of these balmy days in 


a public park or on an excursion to one of the popular 


out-of-town resorts. 


No experience is more apt to impress 


upon us the vital fact of our surging population. 

Except for this vivid reminder, however, we don’t 
hear much nowadays about overpopulation. The nation’s 
economy seems to be expanding fast enough to meet the 


added demands. But while 


private enterprise has been 


keeping pace, there are serious lags in areas of govern- 
ment responsibility—as the overcrowded playgrounds 


prove. 


A list of recommendations recently submitted by the 


Tokyo Metropolitan Zoning Commission to the Construc- 


tion Ministry spotlights the problem. 


It included, for ex- 


ample, expansion of Meiji Park and construction of a broad 
plaza with widened approach streets at Nakano Station. 
Our only complaint concerning these proposals is that 
they are too few. To meet the important need for outdoor 
recreational facilities and breathing space in congested 
areas, a large-Scale program is called for—something like 
the five-year highway construction plan that the Govern- 


ment has just initiated. 


It has taken several years to bring about the highway 
program. The time is long overdue for us to face the acute 
situation of our overcrowded urban areas. 


L_ Press Comments — 


Wednesday, April 10 
Asahi Shimbun welcomed the 
reopening of the Suez Canal 
with the removal Monday of the 


Egyptian frigate Abukir. The 
paper thanked the United Na- 
tions salvage team which has 
had a long and difficult salvage 
job. It pointed out, however, 
that the reopening of the water- 
way does not necessarily mean 
a solution of the Suez Canal 


issue. . The paper said the 
“armed aggression” by Britain 
and France “had further com- 
plicated the situation.” The is- 
sue of who should operate the 
waterway, it said. has yet to be 
settled, along with that of pas- 
sage by Israeli ships through 
the canal. The canal trouble, 
the paper said, may have made 
the worid realize fully the im- 
portance of the international 
waterway. Egypt, Britain and 
France, it said, “should solve 
the Suez Canal dispute by tak- 
ing note of this fact.” 


Mainichi Shimbun, comment- 
ing on Women’s Week which 
starts today, said the selection 
of the slogan for the week 
—*"“Let us have more talks to 
settle matters and create bright- 
er human relation”"—was wise. 
It pointed out that discussions 
would lead to a compromise 
with other people from whom 
one differs in views. It said that 
women too often have com- 


plicated matters due to their 


failure to have talks to settle 
matters, 


Yomiuri Shimbun, in its com- 
ment on Women’s Week to be 
observed from today, noted that 
the Major purpose of the week is 
to enable women to become in- 
strumental in establishing more 
pleasant human relations. In 
other words, the week is to be 
observed with the objective to 
improve the social position of 
women by first making them- 
selves helpful to society. It is 
good, the paper said, that men 
have been asked to participate 


issues facing the women cannot 
be entirely solved by them- 
selves. It regretted that the 
campaign for improving the sta- 
tus of women in Japan was re- 
stricted mainly to just this one 
week of the year, and indicated 
that it should be carried out 
more regularly, and more often. 


Chubu Nippon Shimbun (Na- 
goya) commenting on the meet- 
ing of the United Nations Sci- 
ence Committee, which started 
at Geneva last Monday, said it 
hoped for great achievements at 
the Committee sessions. It also 
hoped that Japanese delegate 
Dr. Masao Tsuzuki would play 
an active role at the meeting 
as Britain is bent on carrying 
out its nuclear tests even in the 
face of the worldwide criticism 
and as the Soviet Union again 
has exploded nuclear bombs 
without any advance notice, In 
this connection, the paper point- 
ed to the announcement by the 
Japan Genetics Association that 
radioactivity, even in small 
quantities, will affect the chil- 
dren of “dusted” parents, The 
superbomb-testing countries and 
others should realize the horrors 
of the H-and A-bombs, 


Kahoku Shimpo (Sendai) 
said that although world opin- 
ion is becoming increasingly 
opposed to nuclear tests, the 
major powers tend, generally, 
to strengthen their national 
defense with hydrogen bombs. 
In this connection, the paper 
pointed to a statement by West 
German Chancellor Adenauer 
that his country will also have 
to arm itself with atomic weap- 
ons to be an equal in ‘the 
future with Britain, the United 
States, and the Soviet Union. 
The paper said that as long as 
the cold war between the East 
and the West continues, the big 
powers will try to outdo each 
other in stockpiling nuclear 
bombs, If the various big pow- 


ers continue the nuclear race, 


tension wiil rise to such an 
extent that eventually it will 
result in the destruction of the

rity Agreement between Japan 
and the United States. We re 
ceived aid of wheat in the first 
instance from the United States 
under the Mutual Security 

ment between Japan and 
the United States. Subsequently, 
such aid of wheat shipment was

The mechanism of the aid is 
to ship, let us say, American

for the development of Japan. 


_ Now the part I objected to 
most was the degree of control 
which America seems to have 
insisted on on the disposal of 
the counterpart funds. I felt, if 
it was to be an aid from the 
United States, and it was called 
an aid, I felt it would be best for 
the mutual relations between 
the United States and Japan if 
the disposal of the counterpart 
fund was entirely left in the 
hands of the Japanese Govern- 
ment, whereas, the use of the 
counterpart fund, to a greater 
degree, was controlled by the 
United States, especially in the 
direction at first of expanding 
Japanese armaments 
Loan, Not Gift 

I hold the view, even now, 
that Japan should not arm too 
fast, and I had various indica- 
tions that the United States 
Government was pressing the 
Japanese Government to arm 
beyond what I would consider 
the proper limit at the present 
time, especially in view of the 
fact we have the Article IX in 
our Constitution which clearly 
states that we renounce war 
and have no armaments, either 
of land, sea, or air, in the 
future.

Sen. Jenner—Yes, a journal 
dedicated to the growth of 
Marxism scholarship. Isn’t that 
the purpose of “Science and 
Society,” a journal dedicated to 
the growth of Marxian scholar- 
ship? 

Tsuru—I think that was the 
purpose of the “Science and 
Society” at the time. But may 
I say, as I understand Marxism, 
and as I understand it now— 
Marxism, I understand it, is a 
body of doctrines which con- 
tains a number of elements. I 
was interested mainly in the 
economic analysis part. I should 
say that Marx’s contributions 
to various party’s doctrines can 
be generally classified into 
three parts: His vision, his 
analysis of the society, and his 
political programs. I was 
mainly interested in the 


analysis of society part, and so 


far as Marx’s analysis of social 
development was concerned, I 
was a student of it. 
Marxism Tested 

I did make various studies 
myself. I tried to test 
hypotheses of Marx as regards 
the development of society, 
especially in terms of Japan. 
And I found some of these 
hypotheses applied to the case 
of Japan, especially during the 
period of development from 
feudalism to capitalism in the 
mid-19th century. As a man in 
the profession of scholarship, I 
wanted to keep on testing the 
hypotheses on various parts of 
the world. But I have taken 
the position, even then and 
now much more strongly than 
before, some of the hypotheses, 
even in this economic analysis 
part of Karl Marx, were 
entirely wrong. For example, 
the thesis that the working 
class would become increasing- 
ly poor as capitalism develops. 
I hold the view that his 
diagnosis in this regard is 
entirely wrong, opposite to the 
fact. 


-History says that there is a 
tendency toward a fallen rate 
of profit under capitalism. I 
also question it. 

Morris—You question it now, 
or you questioned it then? 

Tsuru—I question it now, yes. 

. Names Interesting 

Morris—Senator, I think may- 
be Mr, Tsuru misunderstands 
our asking about these particular 
memoranda. We came upon 
these recently, Senator, in con- 
nection with another inquiry 


that is going on, and they re- 


flected the intimate detailed or- 
ganization of an important por- 
tion of the Communist Party 
was operating in the late 1930’s 
and 1940’s in the United States. 


One of the persons that we 
have seen so far, at least went 
on to what seems to be an im- 
portant government office from 
there. There are names through- 
out these papers that are of 
great interest to us.

Sen. Jenner—You will furnish 
this Committee the method by 
which you came here, who is 
financing it, and so forth.

I soon lost interest in “Sci- 
ence and Society” and saw less 
and less of those individuals in 
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Cambridge and elsewhere who 
had been active in it. As I mat- 
ured, my attitudes changed. One 
of the major factors which in- 
fluenced me in the direction of 
my current beliefs, which I 
would characterize as democra- 
tic socialism, was my realiza- 
tion, after ‘the bold economic 
measures taken by the U.S. Gov- 
ernment to curb the 1937-38 re- 
cession, of the constructive 
promises which the American 
system of economy seemed to 
hold for the future, 


Formidable Iniiltration 

Although I would not in any 
way condone my youthful in- 
discretions during my student 
days, I consider that this ex- 
perience enables me to hold to 
my present views with greater 
strength and confidence and to 
challenge Communist doctrines 
more effectively. 

Morris—Mr. Chairman, that 
this hearing may be kept in 
perspective, I would like to 
bring into the record the evi- 
dence which Mr. Tsuru has been 
identifying, which indicates a 
very widespread and rather for-

Open Letter 

To Ilya Ehrenburg: | 

The officers and members of 
the General Federation of Japa- 
nese Students (Gakusoren) take 
this opportunity to bid you wel- 
come. 

We look upon your visit as a 
forward step in the resumption 


and furtherance of cultural re- — 


lations between our nations. 

The federation of Japanese 
students as an organization 
dedicated to the 10 principles 
set down in the Bandung Confer- 
ence of 1955 feel that there is a 
need for free cultural inter- 
course between all nations of 
the world, great or small. 

As an organization composed 
primarily of university students 
we anticipated with no little 
pleasure hearing and studying 
your views on literature and life 
within the Union of Soviet Socia- 
list Republics. 

While we of Gakusoren do not 
feel that Japan must make a 
choice between the ideologies of 
communism or the west, never- 
theless, the world which we 
share has grown so small that 
the actions of even the least 
member in our community of 
nations is bound to have re- 
percussions on all others. These 
repercussions are _ intensified 
tenfold wken a nation as large 
as the Soviet Union is involved 
For these reasons, there are 
questions plaguing 


young Japanese today dealing 
with devglopments involving 
your nations answers to whicn 
you may possible be able to put 
forward during your lecture 
series. 

Particularly, events in East- 
ern Europe need, we feel, furth- 
er classification. 


(1) Why és it that after over 
10 years of exposure to 
Soviet philosophy and 
the Communist way of 
life it was the intellectu- 
al—the novelist, pam- 
phleteer and student who 
precipitated the Hun- 
garian rebellion.

Tsuru—Yes. I am not quite 
sure because as I recall, there 
Was an attempt to organize this 
Association of Marxist studies 
which would not necessarily 
confine the attention to “Science 
and Society.” There is a “Sci- 
ence and Society”—I personally 
felt at the time that “Science 
and Society” could be used for 
the association, as sort of rally- 
ing point, but certainly other 
books and magazine materials 
could be utilized for the purpose 
of study. ... 

From my experience in Japan 


as a member of the Anti-Imperi- 
alism League about which I re- 
lated yesterday I had a certain 
preconception about the publica- 
tion of a magazine like “Science 
and Society.” That is to say to 
publish such a magazine and 
do nothing else would be mean- 
ingless. That was my idea. And 
I felt that if we are going to 
publish a magazine like “Sci- 
ence and Society” at all, we 
should do our utmost to intro- 
duce people into “Science and 
Society” and through that as- 
sociation with “Science and So- 
ciety” go into more political 
activities. That is a preconcep- 
tion which, I might say, I learn- 
ed from my experience in the 
Anti-Imperialism League. That 
is the way I operated, for ex- 
ample, “operate” is not a very 
good word, but I worked in the 
Anti-Imperialism League, first 
introduced students into study 
groups, and then tried to per- 
suade them to come into more 
active works like fighting 
against war in China. 
Spoke, Wrote Like Red 

Now, I carried over these pre- 
conceptions and at the time 
these letters were written, I can 
now see, although I did not 
remember before these letters 
were shown to me, I can now 
see I was strongly convinced of 
the importance of such matters. 
Therefore, I do not make any 
attempt to deny that in this 
period of 36—, in particular, I 
acted like a Communist, I spoke 
and wrote like a Communist. 
But as 1 said yesterday, I should 
like fo state again, I never was 
a member, either of the Young 
Communist Legaue or the Com- 
munist Party anywhere in the 
world. 

In philosophi¢e terms, I should 


consider myself that I was then 
a free agent, a free agent is a 
philosophical term, so do not 
misunderstand me if I use the 
word “agent”—free agent, I was 
free to decide on my own ac- 
tions and ideas, not subject to 
any discipline by any organiza- 
tion.
